-^Wednesday postponed action for two 

weekp on the twelve "wet" and "dry" 

bills, I which were on the calendar as a 

spec/al order for the day. 

In this sudden and sensational action 
is seen the defeat of all **dry" legisla- 
tion In the assembly. Even should the 
bills be placed on their passage two 
weeks from today, the vote Wednesday 

is taken as an indication of what the 
iinal result will be. . 

While it Is possible for the "dry" 
forces to gather in two or three more 
votes, it is not probable that they can 
SGQure the necessary seventy-seven in 
th^ House to put their bills over. 

The postponement program wos 
sprung at the last moment and caught 
thn "dry" leaders off their guard. 
Tile disposition of the Honnebry-Bnard- 
vnn contest when the case was recom- 
elded to the elections committee, 
pHVcd the way for the coup so success- 
fully engineered by the "wet" leaders. 
(By a vote of 83 to 65 the Boardman- 
Hennebry case was sent back to the 
uommittee with Instruction to count all 
xhe ballots in the Forty-First district. 
IBoardman is "dry" and Hennebry 
"wet" This was the first teat vote of 
the day, and when the "wets" succeed- 
ed in retaining Hennebrey in his seat 
to vote on the "wet" and "dry" bills 
that were to have come up later in tho 
day the immediately set about making 
preparation to kill all the "dry" bills. 

House leaders counseled against the 
slaughter of tho temperance measures 
at this time, and is was then that the 
plan was evolved for postponed action 
for two weeks. 

In anticipation of the final vote on

I measure packed the galleries, 

I . Former Speaker ShurtlelT addressed 

\the chair as soon aa the late session 

opened and announced that he would 

offer a motion to postpone consideration 

for two weeks nf the bills which'were 

on the calendar na a special order. 

He denounced the Senate members 
for their refusual thus far to take up 
the county option bill. He called at- 
tention to the fact thot the county 
option measure had been strangled by 
the Senate license committee by send- 
ing it to a subcommittee. 

Representative Wilson of Quincy, 
leader of the "dry" forces, at once en* 
tered a vigorous objection to the post- 
ponement proposition, declaring it was 
merely a ruse by which the opposition 
sought to kill, the "dry" legislation 
without being forced to go on record. 

Representative Zolla, tne Bull Moose 
floor leader, whose name comes last on 
rdll, arose to explain his vote when his 
name was called. The "wet" men 
booed him and groaned until he was 
humiliated. He shouted back to them 
that he had intended to vote for a post- 
ponement but sinte they did not see fit 
to accord him courteous treatment ho 
would vote against postponement. 

The majority' report of the election 
committee, recommending the ousting 
of Hennebry and the seating of Board- 
man was submitted to the House at tho 
morning session by Chairman Watson 
ot the committee. . 

Representative Burns of Chicago,one 
of the "wet" leaders, presented a 
minority report, sending tho whole case 
back to the .committee, and this latter 
prevailed' after a hot debate, in which 
the Bull Mooaers lambasted tho Demo- 
crats for their action. ,

Recently The News told how it was 
probable that Thomas Appleton, the 
new assessor for Shields township, who 
had been opposed by the rich lesldents 
every time he ran for any ofilce, would 
likely make a vigorous campaign to 
get these rich men's assessments pro* 
perly scheduled this year, his first year 
as assessor. Since then other papers 
have taken up Mr. Appleton's pro- 
spective movements In detail, the 
latest appearing in a Chicago Sunday 
paper as follows: 

"If the Lake Forest millionaires fail 
to file satisfoctory schedules of their 
peraonol property before June 2nd I 
will make a search of their palatial 
homes and will demand that they pro- 
duce their diamonds, silver and gold 
plate and stocks and bonds to be listed 
for tax assessments in Lake county. I 
%vill do everything In my power to dis- 
cover the taxable property I know they 
are concealing. The fortunes of great 
heiresses should not escape taxation.'* 

In these words Assessor Thomas 
Appleton of Shields township, in which 
Lake Forest is located, made known 
Saturday night his determination to 
force the wealthy residents of that 
ultra-fashionable suburb to pay their 
just share of taxes into the treasury of 
Lake county. 

"I suspect that Lake Forest's so- 
called, Chicago colony of millionaires 
dodge a great deal of their taxes," 
said Assessor Appleton. "Many of 
them have refused to file schedules 
with U3. claiming that they pay taxes 
in Chicago. It Is because 1 wish to 
know whether they really pay in Chica- 
go that I decided to send a list of their 
names to Secretary Koraleaki of the 
Cook County Board of Assessors. If I 
find they ore not assessed at all, or 
only at,an unreasonably small figure, in 
Cook county I will estimate their wealth 
and then penalize them 50 per cent, as 
the revenue law authorizes me to do." 

"Only a few ou^omobiles are listed, 
and they run from $300 to ?500, though 
most of the machines are worth from 
$-1,600 to $7,000," said Assessor Apple- 
ton "And in spite of the extravagant 
displays of jewelry at the affairs of 
society, tho schedules fail to Indicate 
that one valuable gem is'^owned.in 
Lake Forest"

Incident Occurs Near Aptakeisic Friday

The first successful prosecution un- 
der the state- automobile law In Lake 
county embodying the point of right of 
way of an auto seeking to pass a team 
going in the same direction, developed 
in Justice Mason's court, Waukegan on

The occurrence took place on May 5, 
just south of Aptakisic. Quentin, in his 
evidence Nsaid that he was driving be- 
hind Wickersham and that he gave him 
a signal asking him to pull out a little 
and give him the chance, a provision 
which the state law says must be done. 
Quentin claimed Wickersham not only 
refused to let Iilm pass and held him 
behind for about two mtles, but when 
he finally did manage to reach a point 
in the road where it was wide enough 
for him to pass and he pulled out to get 
by, Wickersham used objectionable 
language to him, declaring at the same 
time that he did not have to give him 
any of the road if he did not wish to.

A large delegation from the milk pro- 
ducers' association, the organization of 
dairymen in the counties immediately 
around Chicago went to Springfield on 
Wednesday night to appear before a 
committee of the legislature which is 
considering the revival of the tuber- 
culosis test by means of a bill which, 
had been introduced for that purpose* 
by Frank Baumgartner, JoHet, a mem- 
ber of the executive committee of the 
association will go with the party, and 
all the other counties will be liberally 
represented. 

Two years ago the association fought 
the tuberculosis test and gained the 
victory, the senate committee indefin- 
itely postponing the bill which it had 
under consideration. As a consequence 
the milk producers believe that they 
will have similar good fortune thia 
time, especially as they claim to have 
stronger arguments against the meas- 
ure now than they had on the former 
occasion. 

It is claimed by the advocates of the 
the tuberculosis test that it is needed 
to prevent the contamination of the 
milk supply of the ereat city and the 
transmission of tuberculosis germs to 
members of the human' family. The 
opponents of the measure present a 
two-fold defense to this position. 

First they declare that the so-called 
test is worthless and that the vaunted 
reaction which is claimed to prove the 
existence of the disease in the animal, 
can be procured by almost any other 
injection. 

Frank Baumgartner, who is one of 
the pronounced opponents of the tuber- 
culin theory, said that without doubt 
more than half of the cows condemned 
through this means as diseased are as 
healthy as any of the animals which do 
not &how reaction under the test. He 
also said that an animal may fail to re- 
spond two or three times under the so- 
called test and react the third time^ 
showing that the test is not in any de- 
gree a test It is on his theory that 
the dairymen take their stand against 
the tuberculin test.

Dr Brown is a candidate for re-ap-. 

If 
the Board will vote to pay the Jane 
McAlister Hospital Association $2,000 
a year, a number of Waukegan physi- 
cians claim they will take care of Wau- 
kegan's poor free of cost to. the coun- 

ty. 

The Waukegan doctors will insist 
that the Supervisors vote $1,000 per 
annum to pay doctors living outside of 
Waukegan who care for the county 
poor. 

One member of tho Board says that 
Dr. Brown will bo re-elected and that 
both propositions that the Medical 
Society will submit will be turned down. 

Dr. Brown has proved a mostefllcient' 
employe of the county. By employing 
him, wo reduced the ccst of caring for 
the poor at least fifty per cent. The 
Waukegan doctors are jealous and they 
are endeavoring to **Eet" Brown, 
^That's all that's troubling them, said 
one Supervisor who is not a resident of 
Waukegan.

CALIFORNIA ACT IS UPHELD 



Text Is Not Disclosed But Letter Is 

aald to Declare Law Does Not 

Contravene Any 

Rights. 



■Wnshlngton, May 2L— Tho reply of 
the United States to tho Japanoao pro- 
test against the enactment of the Cali- 
fornia alien land law was handed to 
Viscount Chhida, tho Japanese ambaa- 
aador, fey Secretary of State Bryan 
Monday. At tho same time a copy of 
tho reply was cabled to Toklo for p-jr- 
sonal presentation to tho mikado's 
government by tho American cbargo 
d'affaires. 

Owing to tho fact that Japan flatly 
rofuHod to make public the text of her 
original protest against the enforce* 

cnt of the bill, government odlclals 
hero said that the United States could 
not publish the text of tho American 
reply, which Is couched In terras which 
correspond to tho protest hi such a 
manner that the latter could ho de- 
duced from the former, tl is undei- 
stood, however, that tho Ilryan reply 
Is every bit as frank as was the pro- 
test and that It outlines tho United 
States position In no uncertain 
terms. 

Japan Is informed that this povorn- 
ment is bound by the action of the Cal- 
ifornia legislature and governor, but 
that the administration has done and 
will continue to do everything In Its 
power to prevent the least breach in 
tho friendly relations between tho two 
governments. A new treaty Is hinted 
at in tho reply and it is further stated 
that tho enforcement of tho law- can 
probably bo deferred until after nego- 
tiations for this new. treaty are well 
under way. 

This is tho Inst step of this govern- 
ment with respect to the Japanese sit- 
uation. Tho ne.xt move will como from 
Toklo, and government ofllclals said 
that it could not forecast with any de- 
^eo of certainty, but Governor John- 
eon's action In signing tho bill would 
undoubtedly bring, tho situation to a 
crisis. 

President Wilson cleariy Indicated to 
callers that ho believes the racial 
pride of the Japanese to bo at tho bot- 
tom of tho whole matter — that tho 
feeling Is that .\merlcan3 do not con- 
alder the Orif^ntals on the same level 
■with themselves has produced a hot 
resentment In Japan, which has found 
an outlet In the present situation. 

The president also believes that the 
Portsmouth conference carried on un- 
der former President Roosevelt, has a 
great deal to do with the present un- 
rest, because tho Japanese feel that 
they did not got all that was coming 
to them by the terras of the confer- 
ence.

"War la never the outcome of logic, 
but always the result of sentiment/* 
Bald Mr. Bryan. '' 

Tho secretary's address was re- 
ceived with wild demonstration and at 
tho request of Representative Bart- 
holdt a rising vote of thanks was 
given him. After tho mooting the 
crowds surged Into tho streets before 
Mr. Dryan had a chance to leave, and 
he was forced to shako hands for 
thirty minutes. 

"Wo understand as we grow In In- 
telligence, what subsidized patriotism 
means; what It means for people to 
hido behind the plea of patriotism as 
they attempt to advance their own 
pecuniary interests. Tho world la 
learning that back of much of the 
furore for war. back of much of the 
string of tho passions of the people 
is the Interests in armor plato and 
in battleships on the part of corpor- 
ations whose business it Is to build 
these battleships and to make this 
armor plate. It has even been found 
that men lA one country will spend 
tho money to stir up in another coun- 
try a feeling against their own coun- 
try. If you can think of a baser uso 
of money than that you will have an 
Inventive genius of which you may 
be proud. Is there any baser money 
than that of money used to stir up 
feeling against one's own country In 
order to coin that feeling Into larger 
dividends and more business? 

"Not only that, but I believe that 
with a greater Intelllgonco, people 
will begin to discriminate between 
patriotic newspapers and newaprpers 
which are more Interested In big head- 
lines and senatlonal news than In the 
spread of truth. 



ANHUT GUILTY OF BRIBERY 



Jury Decides That Lawyer Offered 

$25,000 to Free Harry K. Thaw 

From insane Asylum. 

New York, May 20. — John Nicholson 
Anhut. lawj'er. was Saturday found 
guilty of offering a $25,000 bribe to Dr. 
John W. Russell, superintendent of 
tho Mntteawan asylum at the time, 
for the freedom of Harry K. Thaw. 

Anhut displayed calmness, when tho 
verdict was brought In. Ho is twen- 
ty-nine years old and was born In 
Michigan, where ho was once a sen- 
ator. The maximum penalty in • his 
case under the law Is ten years in 
prison and a flne of $500. 

Giving the case to tho Jury, Justice 
Seabury explained the law defining 
bribery. He charged the Jury that if 
a bribe had been offered Anhut should 
be punish. lie left the Jury to decido 
the question whether Anhut offered 
the bribe or Dr. Russell solicited It. 

Justice Seabury said that while 
Thaw had been adjudged Insane the 
fact need not influence the Jury's con- 
sideration of his testimony, because 
an Insane man might give as good tes- 
timony as anyone, so long aa It did *iot 
touch on his own peculiar delusion.

Pa., resulting in the death 
of four and Injury of twoscore. " and 
ending Wednesday with the explosion 
of 1,700 pounds of dynamite and sev- 
enty kegs of powder stored in the 
magazine of tho Consolidated Coul 
company at Eckhart, Md. 

Last Monday an attempt was made 
to blow up a passenger train at Leck- 
rone. Pa. A truck-walker found nino 
sticks of dynamite under tho joints 
of the rails of the Monongaheia rail- 
road. Within seventy-five yards 'of 
the railroad was located the plant of 
the Cameron Powder company, con- 
taining 20.000 pounds of powder and 
BOO pounds of dynamite. 

In a premature explosion of dyna- 
mite at Parkersburg Tuesday, . five 
men wore blown Into a stream.

BOTH DOCUMENTS A SECRET 



Their Publication In Both Countries 
Simultaneously Is Being Arranged 
for, Following Gov. Johnson's Sign- 
ing bill Which CflUied Imbroglio. 

"Washington. May 19.— With tho ex- 
pectation that ho fodorni govern- 
ment will defend the Callfornlans 
against tho Japanese protests against 
tho anti-alien legislation adopted by 
tho Paclflc state's legislature and 
with the JVmprlcan reply to that com- 
plaint ready for transmission to the 
Japaneso embassy here, the serious- 
ness of tho situation will now large- 
ly depend the reception which will be 
accorded the answer by tho Japaneso 
public aa well as to tho protest 
which called It forth. 

Neither of these documents Is 
ready for publication, though a^ 
rangemcnts are already underway for 
their simultaneous publication here 
and In Japan. Tho reply of the Uni- 
ted States has been prepared, and 
waa discussed at length Friday at 
tho cabinet mooting. 

Neither the president nor Secretary 
of State Bryan win discuss either the 
terms of the protest or tho reply, or 
tho probable time at which tho latter 
will bo transmitted to Ambassador 
Chlnda. It Is belloTod, however, that 
the reply will not be sent until Got- 
ornor Johnson has actually afilxed bit 
signature to the bill which has caused 
all tho trouble. 

Just how serious tho situation Is, 
no one in authority hero wilt discuss. 
But tho mystery which has enveloped 
the present state of the negotiations 
has given rise to a general feeling cf 
apprehension, as well as to all re- 
ports of speculations concerning tho 
attitude of the two governments. 

Secretary Bryan feels that the situ* 
atlon Is exceedingly delicate, and 
seems to fear that agitation, both 
here and ^ In Japan, that have nothing 
to do with tho subject, may make a 
lot moro trouble at any time.

In tho state archives 
at Vienna Is tho declaration of war 
sent by Sultnn Mohomot IV. to Em- 
peror Leopold In 1C82. "130 it known 
to you, tho heir of tho Caesars, to tho 
,klng of Poland, and to your alUea 
and omnipotent emperor of tho east 
at^d west, . . . Is on tho point of 
Invading your paltry territories. We 
shall bring 1,300,000 soldiers, on horse 
and foot, to crush you utterly and lay 
waste all your domains. Wo command 
you to await our coming In our resi- 
dence In Vienna, where it Is our Inten- 
tion to have you beheaded." 

Hut the war was even then an old 
story. The delightful writer who con- 
tributes "The Onico Window" to the. 
London Dally Chronicle tells us that 
while searching through some of tho 
earliest newspapers printed bis eyo 
was continually diverted to ncwa let- 
ters from the continent giving ao- 
counts of the unholy war which Tur- 
key was waging on Hungary and Aun- 
trta. Almost at random ho copies the 
following from the Nowca of Stetcm- 
bor 17, 1633, a grim reminder that tha 
Turk has remained unchanged and un* 
changeable for those 250 yean at 
least: 

"Vienna, Sept 6. — In Austria every 
FJftb Man Is to bear Arraos; and they 
hope to raise 20,000 Men upon that 
Levy to secure tho Frontiers. At this 
Instant comes fresh Intelligence of 10,- 
OOO Turks, and as- many Tartars, pass- 
ing the Wnegh, and that they carry 
all before them with Fire and Sword." 

And again: "We hear that upon thft 
third Instant the Enemy has beaten 
our Foot by the Illver Waegh, and 
Posaoss'd himself of the narrow Pas- 
sagoA between the Hills, where ht|ha8 
burnt divers Towns and Villages, and 
Massacred many Thousands of People, 
striking olf the heads of some, patting 
other In Chains . . '. and cutting 
to pieces Young and Old without DU- 
tlnctlon or Mercy."

— though. IncidentiUIy, It wna hla 
etandlng that caused hla downfall — 
end ho now lies under tho campus 
firaaa of a gray stono collogo out 
Brooklyn way, wtth spring bloasoms 
on hla gravo. v 

A tragedy* flUorod through hearsay 
channola, la apt to bo diluted Jn Ha 
lacta, and watered as to poignant de* 
(talla, but even tho weakened flavor 
4)f tho Incident is worthy a alp, bo- 
cauao Apollo la always Interacting — 
to Bay nothing of pretty gtrla. 

Tho students gave a Latin play at 
tho coUego a little whllo ago, and 
a atatue of Apollo, on a pedestal, 
gleamed whlto and claaalo In ono cor- 
ner of tho dramatic atmoaphere. Ap- 
parently, ho was as safe from harm 
as hla original In the belvedero of tho 
Vatican museum, but you never can 
telil Most anything is liable to hap- 



pen in tho danger roLO of an amateur 
play. 

Tho irngedy. according to tno hoar- 
Bay vurHlon. was caused by a student- 
player whoso overzeal to voice her 
share of dead langungo with a full al- 
lowance of hlatronlc cmphnala led her 
to butt Into Apollo's peduatal. And 
anybody who has oyer owned a 
statue on a pedestal can guess the 
rest. 

After the play tho students decided 
that having "killed" Apollo they 
should bury him in state. So they 
made themselves Into a proccaslon 
of white-robed moumera. They chant- 
ed a dirge. And they carried gar- 
lands of woody bloaaoma. And after 
tho handsomest of tho 12 groat goda 
had been interred with mat-right cere- 
monies under tho campus groaa thoi 
whlto-robed ones scattered llowerri 
over him and chanted some moro. 

Who- tho rites were ended and tho 
mournera had got back to their 
BchooLglrl aelvea they chipped In wlthi 
thalr pocket allowance to pay for 
the statue .they had broken.

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Worn-Out Flags Destroyed by the Government 



WORN-OUT national flags used by 
tho United States government In 
tho army and navy, on public buUd- 
Inga, etc., never become mere pieces 
of waste raga. The government seta 
an example for tho whole country by 
requiring that worn-out flaga ahall bo 
burned. Whether or not any apeclal 
regulation covera tho disposition ot 
old flags, tho unlvoraal practice of tho 
nrmy and navy whenever a flag Is no 
ilongor fit for service Is that It shall 
3)0 destroyed. 

When a flag used at an army post or 
on a naval vessel Is no longer aervlce- 
ttblo, requlflUlon of the quartermaster 
Is made for a now ono and the old one 
in burned. Tho same disposition Is 
tmado of flags from public buildings. 
'Whether or not custodians of buUd- 
'Inga outside of Washington follow tho 
offlclal plan of destroying flaga la not 
iJcnown. 

Flaga borne In battle are Invariably 
ipreserved, either by the commands 
which carried them, or, under Inatruc- 
tions by the war department, by the 
(government at Washington. A whole 
.roomful of battle flaga la on exhibition 
iat the war department, and It will be 




recalled that ono of the moat atriklng 
of the mural paintings which decorate 
the BtatohouBQ at Doaton depicts tho 
return ot the battle flaga by the Union 
soldlera In 1866 to Got. John A. Am 
drew. - 

Tho flag-making plant of the navy Id 
at tho Brooklyn navy yard, where 
some 30 women are employed. Tho 
bunting comes from MasaachuaettB, 
and ever}' case costs tho government 
1560, or $11.25 a roll. Every ploco 
must weight flvo pounds to ©very 40 
yards and atand a weight teat of 70 
pounds to two square inches. It Is 
steeped In salt water for alx hours and 
then exposed to the sun for another 
six hours. If strength and color hold 
tho fabric Is then pronounced fit for 
servlco.

"The otty editor caned me and tola 
imo to ftJ to WUlIam K. Vandorbllfa 
Qiouap atn get an Interview. With a 
igulp In iMy throat I listened as he 
iraaped ou\ the questions I waa to aek 
tthtt Now Y</tk mllllpnalre. 

"SomehoM or other I Anally found 
(myself at thrt door of tho Vanderbilt 
(mansion, and In a cold perspiration 
rang the bell. A tall, dignified man. 
•with great EngUali Bldewhlskers 

rpened the'door. 
** 'Good evening." Mr. V&xiderbllt,* I 
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began. *I cabio up from tho newspaper 
ofDce to ask you what you would do 
In cone wo declared war with Canada.' 
and I continued with tho questlona 
which* tho city editor had hurled at mo. 

"looking .me straight lu tho eye, 
which only added to my dlacomfiture. 
the man Waited until I had Bomehow 
or other faltorod through. Then htt 
said, frigidly: • 

" *Mr. Vanderbilt la hout Ui'm tta« 
butler. Qood nlghtt" , 



N THE heart of Peking, close to 
tho gates of tho imperial palace, 
the legation -quarter atretchea 
along tho huge waU of the Inner 
or Tartar city and covers an area 
a mile long by a half a mUo wide. Be- 
fore tho Boxer uprising of 1900 there 
was no legation quarter distinct and 
aeparato from tho reat of tho city. 
Tho legations wero then scattered In 
and about Chlneao ahopa and housea 
In that part of tho city now definitely 
Bot apart for tho roaldcncea of for> 
elgn envoya. 

After tho alego of tho legatlona by 
tho boxera tho foreign powers decided 
that It waa necoasary to fortify tho 
legatlona and to maintain permanent 
guards for their protection. The 
Chinese buildings In the area set apart 
for the legations wore dembllahed and 
tho grounda of tho reapectlve legatlona 
were enlarged. A high fortlfled waU 
was buUt on three sides of the lega- 
tion quarter, while on the fourth the 
wall of tho Tartar city waa occupied 
by Boldlora of the American and Ger- 
man legation guards. 

Defended by Moat and Glacis. 
In order to render tho corner moro 
defensible a deep moat was dug out- 
sido tho fortified wall and outside of 
thta a largo spaco waa cleared of 
houaca. This open space, which Bur- 
rounda the quarter on three sides, la 
called the glacis and Is used as a drill 
ground by the troops of tho various 
legation guards. Viewed from tho 
wall of tho Tartar city the legation 
quarter with its palatial buildings, all 
erected in western style, presents a 
striking contrast to the rest of Peking, 
with Us curved roofs, pylop and pago- 
das. 

Eleven of the fourteen nations rep- 
resented In Peking have their lega- 
tions located inside of the legation 
quarter. Each legation has a spacloua 
compound In which there la a group 
of largo, modern buildings. Besides 
the residences of tho minister, each 
legation has houses for tho legation 
fiecrctarlcs, Interpreters and clerks. 
Attached to each legation, excepting 
tho Spanish, there tho barracks for 
the soldiers of the legation guard and 
houses for their ofllcers. Besides tho 
legation the quarter also contains the 
offices of the Chinese customs serv- 
lco, which Is managed by foreignors, 
seven foreign banks, representing the 
financial Interests of European and 
American capitalists doing business In 
China, several commercial establlah- 
ments; and a largo European hotel. 

Thero aro few communities In the 
world moro cosmopolitan than tho 
legation quarter of Peking. In tho 
course of an hour one may. hear most 
of the languages of Europe and Asia 
Bpokcn. There Is, however, no con- 
fusion of tongues, as everybody apeaka 
English, which Is the "Lingua Franca" 
of the far cast. One is Impressed 
by the International character of tho 
placo more by the uniforms of the 
military than by anything else. Sim- 
ply by walking down Legation street 
and observing the aentrloa at the vari- 
ous legation gates one may see the 
uniformB ot the world's greatest urm- 
ica. 

By taking a promenado around tho 
glacis one may observe the military 
tactics of many nations. Near the 
front gate of the imperial, palace one 
sees a company of Uncle Sam's sol- 
diers of tho marine corps drilling; 
across the street on tho Uusalan 
glacis there are cosaacka performing 
wonderful feats' of horsemanship; 
further up toward the pink wall of 
tho Imperial clt some of King G^orge'ti 
royal fuslllera are engaged In sig- 
nal practice, to the north of the lega- 
tion wall tho Japanese, Italians and 
Auatrlana aro drUlIng furiously; on 
tho east glacis the celebrated French 
Infanterlo Colloonialo aro performing 
evolutions, while to, tho south, near 
tho Tartar wall, the Germans aro 
maneuvering hugo field guns. 

Social Forms Engllah. 
In Peking, as In tho fur cast gen- 
eraUy, the aoclal customa are dictated 
by the English. This accounta for the 
formality which characterizes moat of 
the Boetal functional In' the legatlona. 
Tho custom of dreaelng for dlnnor^U 
very vgenerally observed. During the 
Bocial Boaaon thero aro balls and din- 
ners In .tho legatlona almost every 
ntght At these functlona groat, care 
1b oxcrclsod to Beat peopio according 
to ttieir rank and dignity. In order 
to facllltato thla rather tlckltahtaak

a book la laaucd by the dlplomntlo 
con>B giving tho rank and station of 
every oOlcIal, foreign and Chlneao, In 
Peking. In cpje of offlciala having tho 
aame rank tho ono who has stayed 
longest In Peking takea precedence. 
Elvery woman recolvoa callers and 
aervcs tea on a certain day of each 
wcok. Moat of these teas are delight- 
fully Informal, but many have a stlff- 
neaa which makea them a aoclal duty 
rather than a plcaaure. 

Tho legation balla In Peking are 
brilliant affalra, augostlng tho splendor 
of European courts. Tho bright unl- 
fdrms of tho military ofllcers and the 
Parlalana gowns of the women give 
color and elegance to the scene. Tho 
ministers and Becretarlcs do not wear 
their diplomatic uniforms at legation 
functions, but there Is usually a great 
display of royal decorations. The mili- 
tary orchestra, half hidden behind 
palms and ferna, boaldoa rendering 
the neceasary mueic, also furnishes Its 
quota of color, capeclally It It is com- 
posed of British redcoats. Under the 
Manchu regime the color scheme of 
the legation functions was further en- 
hanced by tho embroidered allk gowns 
of tho Manchu princoa and tho Chi- 
nese mandarins. 

For recreation, however, ono does 
not have to depend on tho formal func- 
tlona of aoclety. Almost everybody 
keeps horses and there aro frequent 
excurBlons Into tho country to temples 
and placea of blatorlc Intoreat. On 
such excursions formality is banlahed 
and hilarity relgna aupremo. Then 
there la the Poking club, where all 
the men gather from seven to eight 
In the evening. In tho winter there la 
a skating rink at tho club, which Is, 
of courae, open to the women. This 
Is the scene ot many band concerts 
and carnlvola. 

In the summer the tennis courts at 
tho club become tho centers of Inter- 
est for Peking society. Outside tho 
city walla tho club malntalna a race- 
track', where tho spring and autumn 
races are held. Tho racecourao la 
also tho acene of tho spring and 
autumn gymkanas, which aro bur- 
lesqued atiiletlc meets. At tho gym- 
kanna the principal eventa are tho 
camel races and the donkey polo 
games.

Tho following Inquiry Is made by a 
citizen of lUlnola: 

"Would It pay to sow sweet clover 
with oats In the spring to plow under 
In the fall as fertilizer? Common 
clover Is becoming so hard to start, It 
seems wo must llnd a'aubflUtuto, as 
we do not have enough manure to cov- 
er tho stubble ground. 

Wo are thinking of trying a deep 
tilling machine. Have thero been any 
experiments on tho lasting effect of 
deep Ullage? It would seem to mo 
that while tho Immediate effect may 
bo an Increase of crops, to plow the 
ground 10 to 12 Inches, deep 'for a 
number of years would cause the soli 
to loBo fertility faster than with shal- 
low plowing." , 

This correspondent has raised two 
questions of the' highest slgnlflcanco, 
beciuso of their bearing-upon the fun- 
damental problems of tho malntonanco 
of soil fertility. They remind us of 
the truth that even lip to tho present 
time American agriculture consists 
very largely, in working tho laud for 
all that's In It, and when one crop 
begins to fail then tho American farm- 
er tries to find another crop that 
can still be made to grow, or ho adopts 
a more exhaustive system of tillage, 
thereby extracting from the soil moro 
fortuity than would otherwise bo pos- 
sible. Even where the use of com- 
mercial fertilizers has become com- 
mon, tho usual practice Is to supply 
loss plant food In tho fertilizer than 
Is removed In tho crope 'grown, the 
specIUc purpose being still to take 
from the natural supply In the soil as 
largo an amount of plant food as pos- 
sible and only supplementing this with 
tho result, of course, that tho soil Is 
poorer after the crop Is removed than 
before tho fertilizer was applied. 

Yea, sweet clover can bo used as a 
substitute for red clover. Care should 
bo taken, however, to thoroughly Inoc- 
ulate tho land by applying half a wag- 
on load to the ucro of Infected sweet 
clover soil taken from some patch of 
sweet clover, which can usually bo 
found along tho highway within easy 
hauling distance. It .would bo beat, 
also, to seed an early variety of oats' 
at the rate of not more than one and 
one-half or two bushels per acre 
preferably In drills. 

I know of no Investigations that 
have been carried on for sufflclcnt 
length of time to Justify drawing dell- 
nito concIuslouB concenulng the uses 
of the deep tilling machine. Some ex- 
periments have shown very appre- 
clable Increases In crop yields for one 
or two years following tho deep till- 
age, while other experiments Indicate 
damage rather than bonellt. it would 
seem wise for farmres and laud own- 
era to await tho results of carefully 
conducted, trustworthy investigations 
by their state experiment stations be- 
fore plunging Into the practice of "deep 
tillage, which at best Is merely an- 
other method of producing larger 



crops by Impoverishing tho soil mora 
rapidly. 

The cost of deep tillage has been 
found to bo about three times the cost 
of ordinary plowing, so that where 
flowing costs Jl.OO per acre, the ex- 
tra expense of deep tillage would be 
$2.00 per acre, not counting the cost 
of tho machine lUelf, Where It costs 
?1.60 to plow tho ground It would cost 
$4.50 per acre to practice deep tillage, 
or an extra expense of $3.00 per acre. 
But $3.00 per aero would almost pay 
for half a ton of flne-ground rock phos- 
plmte, which would' positively enrich 
tho soil In phosphorus by supplement- 
ing more of that element than ^ould 
be taken but by all the crops grown 
during the next (our years. Again, 
$3.00 per acre would nay for two tons 
of ground limestone delivered at al- 
most any railroad station In Illinois, 
and such an application would supply 
moro llraostono than would be re- 
moved, both by cropping and leaching, 
during the following four years. 

If red clover Is falling because of 
Increased deflclency of llmestono or 
phosphorus, or both, which Is the 
case on most of the older lands of Illi- 
nois, then *hy not meet the dimculty 
by putting back Into 'the soil what it 
needs, rather than to Increase the dlfll- 
culty by substituting some other crop 
that may possibly endure for a few 
moro years, or by practicing some 
method of excessive tillage in order 
to still further Impoverish tho land? 
Soil Report No. 2 rocently published 
by tho Illinois experiment station, con- 
tains tho actual results from ten years 
of carofuiy conducted oxporlmonts on 
the common corn belt soil of Illinois, 
which show that the soil can bo made 
richer and richer by tho addition of 
the materials In which It la becoming 
positively deficient. Soil Ileport No. 
1 contains similar Information from 
long continued investigations con- 
ducted on the common land of the 
great wheat belt In southern Illinois. 
Circulars 110, H9 and 157 give much 
additional Information along those 
lines, Including some results from 
practical farmers, who have applied 
tho methods on a largo scale. These 
soil reports and circulars will bo sent 
to anyone free of charge upon request 
to the agriculture experiment station. 
Urbana, IIL 

While about 40.000 Illinois farmers 
aro availing themselves of this privi- 
lege and while thousands of them 
aro already adopting practical sya- 
terns of permanent soil Improvement, 
thero are 'probably 200,000 farmers In 
the state who are as yet making no 
ujio whatever of this most fundamen- 
tal Information. In the main they aro 
still content to work the land for all 
thafa In It, tho same as was done for 
many years by tho vast majority of 
farmers In our older eastern states, 
which ultimately resulted In such com- 
plete land ruin that millions of acres 
of once fortllo farm lands aro now 
agriculturally abandoned in those 
states. 



Soltloro from the' United Kingdom 
lind other countries of Europe landed 
in Winnipeg last week at the rate of 
ono thousand a day. The predicted 
boom In tho po^ulaUng of tho prairie 
provinces this spring has material- 
Izod, as It did last year, and today tho 
busiest city In America la probably 
tho Manitoba metropolis. 

The sturdy nations of Europe are 
all contributing to tho rapid growth 
of Canada West. Two of tho largest 
contingents reaching Winnipeg last 
week wero from Germany and Scan- 
dinavia. 

Tho Hrltlah Isles aro sending out 
larger contingents than ever before. 
Tho old land newspapers are filled 
with accounts of send-ofTs and faro- 
wellB being given to popular towns- 
folk on tho evo of departure for Can- 
ada. 

Numerous editorials record tho sen- 
tlments, bordering on despair, of tho 
Britons who see their towns and vil- 
lages desolated by tho desertion of 
favorite sons and daughters. We can 
sympathize with thoso left behind 
while felicitating: tho young people 
who have their own way to mako In 
the world, on their new opportunltle* 
In tho country of mammoth crops. 

Scotland lost 5,000 of her best 
blood and brawn In a single week this 
month. No -fonder the young, aspir- 
ing Scots take so quickly to Canada. 
They have been reading of tho tri- 
umphs and wonder working of Scot- 
tish pioneers In tho Dominion ever 
since they wero ''balms." A great 
part of Canada's success was wrought 
by Canadians from Caledonia, and the 
young Caledonians of today are eager 
to domonstrato that they can do oi 
well out west as their forebears. 

In addition to thoso from the old 
countries, tho United States still 
keeps up In a strenuous manner, and 
Is sending Its thousands Into that new 
country of the north. They take up 
the free homesteads of 160 acres on 
which they live for six months of 
each year for three years, and then 
got a deed or patent for a farm that 
la worth anywhere from $16 to $20 
per acre, or, they may purchase lands 
at from $15 to $18 per acre that will 
yield with proper care In cultivation, 
excellent returns for tho time, work 
and money expended.— Advertisement 



German Princes' Wanderjahr.

FRUIT GROWING 

ON THE FARM 
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By A. W, NOLAN, 
University of Illinois. 

Every man who owns a homo In the 
country owes It to his family to havo 
an orchard.. Fruit Is a popular and 
healthful food, and every farm should 
provide It, both for tho summer table 
and the winter collar. 

"Tho farm without Its fruit orchard 
la like pancakes without maple syruif 
— poBBlblo but not enjoyable." The 
farm orchard should supply the family 
and friends with tho cheapest and 
most enjoyablo fruit the year through 
— aa weir as many dainty dishes tho 
houHowlfe knows so well how to pre- 
pare. 

Th6 farm orchard, besides providing 
wholoBOmo food for tho family, add& 
to tho landscape beauty of tho homo 
grounds. The blossoming of. tho or- 
chard* In springtime, tho rich green 
foliage of tho summer, tho ripened 
fruit of autumn and the snow-covored 
branches of winter give to the old 
farmstead n poroiilnnl beauty which 
every country-brod boy and girlwlll 
loam to appreciate. In addition to 
furnishing these delights, tho home 
orchard, unless tho markets bo over- 
stocked, may be a source of profit as 
well. . 

Although. Illinois Is not ranked 
among tho great fruit states of tho 
conntry, y6t for tho sake of tho farm 
home and Us food supply, fruit' grow* 
Ing s^iould not. bo neglected. Tho old 
orchards ; which the first settlers 



abundant yield of fruit In spite ot 
careless neglect, and tho great com- 
mercial orchards successfuly man- 
aged In tho southern part of tho state 
show that Illinois Is not altogethor 
out of tho class of commercial fruit 
growing states. - 

It Is not our purpose, however, to 
advlso or teach commercial fruit 
growing. We aro Justified In calling 
attention to the farm home orchard 
and In teaching every boy and girl In 
tho country schools of Illinois how to 
select, set out. and caro for an o^ 
chard, in order that every farm homo 
may havo Us fruit supply. Unless the 
farm has a fruit prchard and a good 
garden, tho country people are not 
likely, to be woll fed, and the boys 
and girls growing up on a farm with- 
out its orchards and gardens are sure 
to grow diBcontonted with tho dull 
monotony of tho food, work and scon- 
ery of the old home, and leave It all. 
to their own and to the farm's mis- 
fortune.
